Shanghai— m —The American 


embassy staff 
decided tonight to 


leave Nanking in the face of a 
Japanese threat to lay waste to the 
Chinese capital, emphasized by a 
morning aerial raid in which 40 
civilians were killed and 40 homes 
destroyed. 


United Stales Ambassador Nelson 


Johnson, with his aides, worked 
feverishly to transfer documents to 
the American patrol boat, Luzon 
for the trip 30 miles up the Yangtze 
to Wuhu. 


Amid the rush of evacuation, 


Johnson said: "I am too unhappy to 
speak. This is the first time" in 
thirty years of service that I am 
forced to leave my post. 


"But, 
under 
instructions 
from 


Washington. I cannot risk the lives 
of loyal staff men. I am not desert- 
ing, and I hope to return to Nank- 
ing by motor during the enforced 
absence. Furthermore, the Luzon, 
and the Guam, which also is going 
to Wuhu, can reach Nanking in a 
few hours if the emergency re- 
quires." 


11 Americans Remain 


Of Nanking's peacetime Ameri- 


can population of 230, only seven 
men, including two newspaper men 
and five missionaries, and four 
women are remaining in Nanking 
. after noon Tuesday. 


The embassy staff planned to 


withdraw to Wuhu early Tuesday 
morning, thereby meeting a de- 
mand by the Japanese naval force. 
The Jap&nese had warned that for- 
eigners would face danger of death 
from the air beginning at noon 
Tuesday officials declared Japan 
would not be responsible for loss 
of foreign life after that hour. 


Johnson's decision to withdraw 


roused bitter disappointment among 
Nanking officials, some of whom 
felt that the ambassador should re- 
main as a gesture of loyalty and 
sympathy with China's cause in the 
conflict with Japan. 


Others Remain 


The British. Russian, German and 


Italian embassies decided to re- 
main, at least for the moment, and 
British and French 
naval com- 


manders warned Japanese that they 
would be held strictly responsible 
for any loss of life or damage to 
property of their nationals.

Small Amount of Weed 


Seed, Experts Find 


Seed sleuths of the department of 


agriculture are able not only to 
Identify seed varieties, but also to 
tell where the seed comes from by 
the company it keeps, according to 
a bulletin received by R. C. Swan- 
bon, Outagamic county agricultural 
agent. 


Origin of seed is often as impor- 


tant as the variety, as the climate 
in which seed is grown determines 


,• adaptability to certain regions, the 


"bulletin states. 


Even the cleanest seed sample 


has a small amount of weed seed. 
The combination of weed 
seeds 


found in the 
sample 
generally 


gives a clear case as to its origin 
when it ROCS under the microscope 
in the Department's 
Division of 


Seed Investigation. 


A good example of seed detection 


came in 1934 when large shipments 
of oats were received from Argen- 
tina. Although they cannot be dis- 
tinguished from red rust proof oats 
of the United States they arc not 
adapted to this country. Investiga- 
tion showed weed seeds that do not 
grow in the United States. 


It is also possible to determine 


origin of seed within the United 
States. 
Samples of white clover 


•from Louisiana consistently carry a 
'distinctive combination 
of weed 


seed 
which 
includes 
blue-eyed 


grass, clasping cone flower, a wild 
plant of the carrot 
family, and 


shade betony. 


Likewise, alfalfa seed from the 


irrigated regions of the southwest

WEALTH AND CHILDREN 


In one column of the news recently 


was the .story of a personable two-year- 
old abandoned by its mother with a note 
stating her inability to support him. 
It 


may be a shame, and most unfeeling, to 
disrupt a pathetic story of that kind but, 
of course, the note was untrue. 


No mother need abandon her child in 


America. Any mother who doesn't know 
that doesn't know much. 


The truth too often discloses that lit- 


tle tots become a great obstruction to 
their mother's craving for pleasure or en- 
tertainment or the notion of where she 
should be tripping the light fantastic at 
those hours of the night when youngsters 
are likely to demand so much. 


The records of our great orphanages 


tell a story of faithful and heroic endeavor 
upon the part of many but reveal an 
astonishing number of parents who de- 
liberately desert their offspring with no 
appearance of financial necessity but to 
be rid of a care that interferes with their 
own "good times." 


In the same grist of news was one 


of those almost daily stories of the quin-

that will not so very much longer permit 
avoidance—the limitation of wealth. 


As a people we began to contemplate 


the advisability of limiting 
wealth in 


order to foster justice. We saw little sense 
in its accumulation beyond ail human 
or business needs. We came to under- 
stand that wealth was one of the impor- 
tant attractions that lead men on to do 
their best. But we rejected the notion 
that the amount of that wealth had to be 
unlimited. 
\Vc came to sec that a rea- 


sonable limitation would still attract men 
to do their utmost and yet preserve for 
others a fair opportunity. 


But we may end up by limiting wealth 


in order to save the nation from design- 
ing politicians who arc perverting it by 
a species of charm, ballyhoo and bribery, 
to quote General Johnson who speaks 
with the knowledge of one who once sat 
in the sanctum sanctorum. 


Today we find altogether too much 


of the wealth of the nation going to those 
with a predisposition to pot-bellies, hold- 
ers of public sinecures. 


We had hoped the limitation of wealth 


would result in opening the opportunity 
for it to those who sought it through 
work and not through influence, through 
merit and not through family connec- 
tions.

Would Deprive Supreme 


Court of Power to In- 


terpret Constitution

Washington—A new line of at- 


tack on the supreme court has been 
opened up by President Roosevelt. 
Instead of insisting on an increase 
in the number of justices, Mr. Roo- 


sevelt now has 
begun a nation- 
wide campaign 
to deprive the 
supreme c o u r t 
of its power to 
i n t e r p r c-t the 
constitution. 


Every one of 


the administra- 
tion speakers on 
Constitution day 
— Secretary 
Wallace. Sccrc- 


Lawrence 
tarj; Ickcs, Am- 


bassador Dodd — emphasized the 
same argument, namely that the su- 
preme court has no right to pass 
upon the constitutionality of acts of 
congress. After 150 years of custom, 
and usage, the validity of the doc- 
trine of judicial review is formally 
denied for the first time by a presi- 
dent of the United States. 


Mr. Roosevelt went a step fur- 


ther. He declared that 
"judicial 


veto" itself was voted down by the 
constitutional convention. In this he 
is stating only a half truth and it is 
most regrettable that Mr. Roosevelt, 
who, it is well known, doesn't pre- 
pare all of his speeches, but takes 
memoranda 
from 
persons with 


prejudices that fit his purposes, 
should have let himself in for an 
inaccurate statement. He did not in- 
vestigate Mr. Black's membership 
in the klan and today he has put on 
record a speech which, had he be- 
forehand investigated history, he 
would have found in error. 


The most authoritative work on 


the history of the supreme court 
and the 
constitution is that by 


Charles Warren, a Democrat, once 
assistant attorney general under 
President Wilson. In his book, en- 
titled, "The Congress, the Constitu- 
tion and the Supreme Court," first 
published in 1925, Mr. Warren tells 
the story of the so-called "judicial 


• veto" episode in the original con- 


stitutional convention: 


"Some who now oppose the court 


emphasize the fact that the conven- 
tion of 1787 rejected four times a 
proposition urged strongly by Madi- 
son and others, that the supreme 
court should have a power of veto 
(with the president) of a bill after 
its passage. 


"But this proposition to make the 


court part of the law-making body 
was a very different proposition 
from the power of judicial review 
which the convention .acknowledg- 
ed the court possessed. . .. 


Double Chance 


"Thieve was a general admission 


by the- members of the convention 
that the court would have power, 
eventually, to pass upon the valid- 
ity of the acts of congress; and. 
therefore, many did not believe it 
right that the court should have a 
double chance. It will be seen 
therefore, that the defeat of the 
proposal for a veto by the court did 
not imply that the convention WHS 
opposed to power of judicial re- 
view; but rather the contrary." 


This has been said 
again and 


again in debates in congress and 
Mr. Roosevelt could have verified 
this by having at his side an im- 
partial investigator of the history of 
the constitution. Yet here is what 
Mr. Roosevelt said in his speech on 
the 150th anniversary of the signing 
of the constitution: 


"Even 
the supreme court was 


treated with that purposeful lack of 
specification. Contrary to the belief 
of many Americans, the constitu- 
tion says nothing about any power 
of the court to declare legislation 
unconstitutional: nor docs it men- 
tion the number of judges for the 
court. Again and again the conven- 
tion voted down proposals to give 
justices of the court a veto over 
legislation. Clearly a majority of 
the delegates believed that the rela- 
tion of the court to the congress 
and the executive, like the other 
subjects treated in general terms, 
would work itself out by evolution i 
and change over the years." 


Does this mean that Mr. Roose- 
velt feels it is proper now, as a step 
in his theory of "evolution and 
change." for the supreme court to

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cease ruling hereafter as to whether 
nets of congress or of the states are 
void? It would be a much broader 
campaign for him to wage than to 
attempt 
to get the 
number of 


judges increased. After all. it is 
simpler from Mr. Roosevelt's view- 
point to take away all power from 
the supreme court than to be both- 
ered with nine or fifteen justices or 
any other number. 


The president told his radio audi- 


ence 
that the constitution 
says 


nothing "about any power of the 
court to declare legislation uncon- 
stitutional." In saying this, he ig- 
nores what every president of the 
'.Tnited States before him has con- 
ceded. He overlooks the plain lan- 
guage of the constitution itself 
which first vests "the judicial pow- 
er" In one supreme court ant", then 
goes on in article six to say that 
only laws made "in pursuance of 
the constitution" shall be the "su- 
preme law of the land." 


Mr. Roosevelt did not tell his ra- 


dio audience that the same men 
who made the constitution passed 
in 1789 the judiciary act in which 
the supreme court was specifically 
given power to decide whether 
treaties and statutes were in con- 
flict or whether they were "in pur- 
suance of" the constitution. 
For 


many years a minority of college 


professors hive been misleading 
students by telling them the con 
stitution My» nothing about the 
judicial power of review. Literally 
and explicitly, in so many words 
it docs not. of course, cay the su 
preme court ihall declare acts nul 
and void but it also doesn't say that 
the president of the United States 
may at will put justices on the 
bench who conform to his views 
and it doesn't say a lot of other and 
better things which have grown up 
with usage and custom. 


One Object 


To revive at this late date the 


controversy about the power of 
judicial review can only have one 
object—to attempt to convert the 
American people to the belief that 
they can now virtually abolish the 
supreme court merely by having 
the executive control congress and 
letting congress, without seeking 
sanction of constitutional change, 
write the constitutional changes. 


This is not a new form of attack. 


tt has been going on among agita- 
tors and radicals for generations. It 
s based on half truth. Mr. Warren 
n his book writes: 


"One thing certainly the Ameri- 


can public may rightly demand of 
hose who propose to alter our form 
of government. The public has a 
right to ask that those who advo- 


cate such a change shall at leas 
state the existing facts corcctly am 
candidly, and that they shall stat 
all the facts. There is nothing in 
the realm of governmental discus 
slon that the public is more hungo 
for than actual facts. There -is no 
form of intellectual diet with whirl 
it is less fed. For half-truths, sup 
pressed 
information, 
prejudiced 


arguments, unfair criticism, lack of 
candor, too often charcatcrizc the 
arguments of advocates of reforms 
in our law and government. The 
public has a right to demand that 
the question shall not be confused 
and beclouded by exaggeration, 
suppression, or misstatemcnt. 


"Consideration has been given to 


the baseless charge that the court, 
in exercising its present powers 
has been guilty of 'usurpation.' No 
one who paid attention to history 
could ever fairly or candidly make 
such an accusation. And certainly 
when 
given the 
historical facts, 


every open-minded man or woman 
will agree that it is ridiculous for 
agitators to argue now 
that the 


court did not and does not possess 
he power to set aside congressional 
enactments as unconstitutional, if 
he members 
of the early con- 


gresses themselves understood, ac- 


cepted, and endorsed the court' 
power." 


The lack of historical basis fo 


what Mr. Roosevelt said last Kridaj 
night is even more strikingly Ye 
vcnlcd in a quotation from an ad 
dress by Justice Harlan F. Stone 
before the American Bar associa 
lion's annual convention in 1928 
Mr. Stone was known then, as now 
as one of the "liberals" on the su 
prcme court. He said: 


"These differences of opinion as 


to the scope of the police power in 
its application to particular social 
problems have revived in the last 25 
years 
the discussions of earlier 


days, of the power of the court to 
declare laws of the states and of 
congress unconstitutional. 


"While the exercise of this power 


lias been strongly challenged as judi- 
cial usurpation, the history of the 
judicial function before the adop- 
tion of the constitution, the lan- 
guage of the constitution in itself in 
Article VI. and the long course of 
udicial decision, leave that ques- 
ion no longer debatable." 
But the president evidently has 
farted to debate it anew. It leaves 
only the plain inference that his 
jurpose is to seek to reduce or clim- 
nate the power of the supreme 
ourt to exercise the "judicial pow- 
r" vested in it by the constitution 


of the United States and which the 
constitution said specifically "should 
extend to all cases, in law and equi- 
ty, arising under this constitution." 


In the face of that language, a na- 


tion-wide radio audience was asked 
to share the president's doubts as to 
the power of the supreme court of 
the United States, and this, too, at 
a ceremony in the national capital 
supposedly 
to commemorate the 


150th anniversary of the signing of 
the constitution itself.

to detect any evidence of disease. 


Apply available diagnostic tests 


which will reveal the existence of 
certain diseases. 


Keep yourself informed throufjh 


the agricultural press and the agri- 
cultural columns of your daily and 
weekly newspapers of the preva- 
lence of animal diseases in various 
communities and sections 
of the 


country so that you may avoid buy- 
ing livestock from 
areas 
where 


contagious diseases are prevalent. 


Direct Purchases 


Wherever possible 
make 
your 


purchases of livestock direct from 
other farms or ranches. 


When you bring newly purchased 


livestock home always place it in 
segregation, separate 
and apart 


from all other animals on the farm 
for a minimum of 30 days. 


"It will help materially to make 


a practice 
of 
buying livestock 


which you will bring 
onto your 


farm from people whom you know 
and whose word is good," Dr. Wis- 
nicky emphasized.

Packages of Metal Sheets 


New London — A compact 3-ton 


machine to handle 1-ton packages 
of. tin plated metal sheets more 
efficiently and with Jess danger of 
accidents to employes was brought 
to the Bordcn Milk Products plant 
heie Jast week. It is expected to 
be put into use this week. 


According to L. A. Sawall, assis* 


tant superintendent at the plant 
one man operating the elcctricallj 
powered hoist 
truck will unloac 


and pile a carload of 45 packages o: 
tin plate in one hour whereas the 
work n«w requires the time of 2 
to 4 men for a period of 3J to 4 
hours. 


Because the machine is capable 


of piling the 1-ton packages five 
tiers high, two at a time, a feat 
which is impossible by man-power 
the storage capacity at the plant is 
increased that many times. The tin 
plated sheets are packed in bundles 
weighing from 2,000 to 2,400 pounds 
and measuring approximately 16 by 
20 by 30 inches. The metal sheets 
are made into milk cans in the tin 
shop on the top floor of the factory. 


The new mobile machine is pow- 


ered by a scries of large storage 
batteries which must be charged 
after each days' work. The outfit 
was brought from a former Borden 
plant at Dixon. 111., by William PC 
tcrson who spent several days at 
Dixon learning to operate the truck 


As a safety measure the heavy 


hoist-on-whee!s is equipped with 
automatic brakes.

Salt Workers Near The Red Sea.

Ethiopian woman might meet a 
friend, and probably would take 
out a salt bar and let her friend 
lick it—as a sign of good willl 


Records show that people have 


thought of salt as an important 
thing from early times up to the 
present. In some places, it has been 
looked upon as not, only important, 
but holy as well. 


Four thousand year ago, the 


Chinese worshipped a god who 
was supposed to rule over the sup- 
ply of salt. The olden Greeks and 
Romans offered salt in sacrifice to 
their gods. 


In Persian folk-lore, there 5s a 


story of a young robber who loot- 
ed the king's treasure house. On 
the way out. he hurt his foot while1 


walking through a dark hallway. 
Picking up the sharp object which 
had hurt him, he found it was a 
piece of rock salt. He made certain 
of this by touching it with his ton- 
gue. Then he threw down the stolen 
goods—for he felt it would be 
wrong to take anything away after 
he had tasted the king's salt! 


The old 'Roman name for salt 


was "sal," and it gave us our 
modern word "salary." This word 
at first meant "salt money." Money 
to buy salt was given as pay to Ro- 
man soldiers. Even today, we some- 
times hear of a person who "does 
not earn his salt." 
- 


Dishes made to hold salt were 


placed on the dinner tables of the 
Romans. When they were open, a 
person could put in his fingers and 
take out some of the salt. 


The Roman salt dish was likely 


to be made of solid gold or silver, 
and sometimes was set with jewels. 
If often was the most prized of all 
the things the family owned, and 
was passed down from the father to 
his eldest son. 


The desire of people for salt help- 


ed to bring about much of the trad- 
ing which went on in ancient times. 
Caravan routes led to the salt, oases 
of the Libyan desert, and caravans 
took great loads from salt mines in 
northern India to the coast cities. 
At the present day. salt is one of 
the main things which camels carry 
across the Sahara desert.

Kavkauna — The new 
sewage 


plant, where finishing touches are 
being made this week, will cost 
Kaukauna taxpayers $188,600. with 
the project's total cost amounting 
to $341.611, 45 per cent of which is 
paid through a government grant. 
The original estimate of cost, how- 
ever, was $355.000, so the plant has 
been constructed at less than was 
expected. 
-, 


The actual construction cost of 


the plant itself was, $120.000; for 
dewatering equipment. $15.662, and 
for the incinerator. $41,812. 
The 


pipe system through the city cost, 
for the manufacture of pipe, $18,- 
317. and for the construction of the 
sewer system, $108.665. 


Other costs besides the actual 


construction w,cro. for the land and 
right of way, $10.600: for engineer- 
ing. $21,000; for local and adminis- 
trative work. $3,500. Smaller items 
include preliminary costs of $804; 
inspection. $1,650, and miscellane- 
ous, $1,000. 


Will Use Chemicals 


An idea of the cost of operation 


may be had from the fact that 
Greeley and Hansen, engineers, in 
a letter Ito the board of public 
works estimated the yearly con- 
sumption 
of 
chemicals 
would 


amount to five carloads of dehy- 
drated lime, one carload of anhy- 
drous ferric chloride, and one car 
of chlorine. Estimates on the costs 
of these materials were S750 for 
the lime: $800 for the ferric chlor- 
ide and $1.000 for the chlorine. The 
chlorine 
used 
depends upon the 


height of the water in the river. If 
the river was high enough the 
chlorine might not be necessary. 


Herbert Haas, 206 E. Ninth street, 


has been named chief operator of 
the plant. Haas has been engaged 
by the city as engineer inspector of 
the plant during its construction 
for the last year and three-quar- 
ters. 


He is a garduatc of the engineer- 


ing school of the University of 
Wisconsin, class jDf 1930. and a 
graduate of Kaukauna high school 
Before returning to Kaukauna he 
was employed on road and bridge 
work by the state highway com- 
mission of Illinois, and later by the 
state of Wisconsin. 


Commission in Charge 


The new job was created to fill 


the need of a superintendent at the 
disposal plant when operation be- 
gins. 
Control of the plant is in 


the hands of the utility commis- 
sion. 


Although operators of the plant 


may be kept pretty busy when op- 
erations start they will find it dif- 
ficult to make any serious mis- 
takes, because most of the machin- 
ery is made foolproof by systems 
of automatic controls. 


The safety measures begin in the 


outside equipment, in the clarificrs. 
the large round tanks where the 
sludge is settled from the sewage 
and the liquid drained off. If sludge 
reaches a certain level an auto- 
matic switch stops the pumps from 
bringing any more sewage to the 
tank, and the sludge pump is then 
put - into 
operation 
to take the 


sludge from the clarifiers to the 
storage tank. 


Automatic Controls 


1 
The storage tank is also protect- 


ed. 
A float controls the 
pump 


sxvitch, and if the tank is full, the 
motor 
is automatically stopped. 


Again, when the tank is being 
emptied, an automatic switch is 
thrown as soon as the last sludge 
is out. so that the pump does not j 
run dry. 
I 


In the wet well, the first place 


the sludge iA taken into the plant, 
similar floats control the level of 
the sludge. If it rises too high, a 
switch is thrown that closes the 
valve from the intake pipe. If too 
low. a pump is started to bring 
jlude in from the storage tank. 


All electric motors are equipped 


with automatic trips, acting as pro- 
tective devices in the same manner 
as fuses that break the electric cir- 
cuit as soon as anything goes wrong 
with the motor. 


It takes three days to heat the in- 


cinerator at the 
sewage disposal, 


plant to the 1.700 degrees necessary 
for the burning of sludge, but about i 
1,000 decrees of this heat are turned 
^ack into the plant to aid in the' 
combustion of oil. 


Air Cools Machine 


The whole process is one 
of \ 


heating, coolinc and reheating in ' 
various places to brine all elements 
in the operation of the incinerator , 
to a uniformly hish temperature. 
Ravel arms inside the incinerator 
are hollow, as they become very hot 
churning sludge burning at 1.700 de- 
grees, and must therefore be air-' 
cooled. Air is first used for this, 
and later used again and again un- 
til its heat is expended. 


Cooling air for the ravel arms is 


taken in at room temperature and 
blown through the center shaft of 
Jhe arms, coming out at the ion of 
She shaft at 500 degrees, but it is 
not yet released. There is alw! 
smoke, or. more accurately, gases, 
as the 1.700 degree fire makes no

U.S. May Help End 
Tension in Europe 


Secretary

Complete Isolation jVo 


Longer Possible 


London—tf>— Great Britain today 


hailed the possibility of American 
aid to case gravely increasing ten- 
sion in the Mediterranean, where 
hostile warships menace the peace 
of Eui ope. 


Secretary of Stale Cordell Hull's 


declaration that complete isolation 
is no longer possible for the United 
States received a warm welcome as 
perhaps presaging partial relaxa- 
tion of America's policy of aloofness 
from Europe's trouble?. 


At the same time new trepida- 


tion was aroused by Paris reports 
that Italy, angry at not being of- 
fered a more important role in the
